PEKIN, July 16.—<After being 


held in bondage for 550 years, the 
descendants of the Mongols who 
conquered China in the fourteenth 
century and who have been kept 


in a state of Virtual slavery ever 
since in Chekiang Province, 
south of Shanghai, have been freed 
by formal edict of Gen. Chiang Kai- 
shek. 

I’rom the year 960 to 1127 the 
Sung dynasty ruled China undis- 
turbed. Then, at the time of the 
Crusades in Europe, when Russia 
also was being overrun by Mongo! 
tribes, the Mongols descended from 
the North and West upon China. 

After a long period of civil war 
and chaos the Mongols founded th- 
Yuan dynasty, with Pekin as their 
capital, in the year 1280. This 
dynasty lasted less than a century. 
being ~ superseded in 1368 by the 
Ming dynasty, which in turn was 
overthrown by the Manchus in 
1644, the later holding the throne 
until the republic was founded in 
1911. 

Made Slaves by Edict. 

When the Mongol dynasty col- 
lapsed in 1368 and the Imperial 
Yuan family retreated | northwest- 
ward fo Urga, about 30. “Ou0 Mongol 
garrison troops in Chekiang Prov- 
ince were cut off. An imperial) 
edict issued by the first Ming Em-

Slaves and, though they have not 
been subject to personal sale for 
some hundreds of years, they have 
been harshly oppressed for five and 
a half centuries.

When Purnell admitted he had 
not been divorced from his first 
wife, his attorney, William J. Bar- 
nard, interjected the statement 
that-a divorce was not necessary in 
Kentucky if a couple separated be- 
were 18 years of age.

HAWAII RACE ENTRANT KILLED 
ON TEST FLIGHT WITH PLANE 


Two-Motored “Angel of Los An- 
geles” Crashes Near Field 
With Arthur V. Rogers.

Midnight Speeders Leave Wake of 
Explosions and Frightened 
Householders; Two Men Held.

DOYLESTOWN, Pa2., Aug. 12.— 

Two midnight joyriders sped 

through the Buckingham mountain 

region tossing out lighted sticks of 
dynamite as their automobile ca- 
reened down the road. They left 

a 10-mile trail of broken windows,

Two men are under arrest today 
following a 24-hour investigation 
by State police.

The’second tore 
a 15-foot hole in the ground near 
the Booker T. Washington Coun- 
try Club, shattered windows, broke 
all the windows at the nearby home 
of Vincent Wilson and hurled Wil- 
son's 14-year-old daughter from 
bed.

Attorney, ‘‘Permitted to 
Resign” When He Sought 


Promotion.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—John 
B. Marshall, a special attorney in 


‘the prohibition unit, recently came 


up for promotion as legal adviser 
to an Eastern prohibition adminis- 
trator, but instead of being pro- 
moted was allowed to resign. 

This action followed a hearing in 
connection with . letters he had 
written urging the parole of cer- 
tain convictecd defendants whom 
he had  prosecuted.in the Jack 
Daniel Distillery conspiracy case at 
Indianapolis in December, 1924, 
when 13 of 17 defendants, most 
of them St. Louisans, were convict- 


ed and sentenced to jail or the pen- 
itentiary. 

Prohibition officials here are 
reticent concerning details of the 
hearing at whick Marshall was 
questioned, but Assistant Prohibi- 
tion Commissioner Oftedahl ad- 
mitted Marshall had applied for 
promotion, but was “permitted to 
resign’”’ instead. No specific 
charges had been made against 
Marshall, Oftedahl added. 

Called Before Investigators. 

It was learned from other au- 
thentic sources that Marshall was 
called before a board composed of 
investigators of the prohibition and 
intelligence units when he applied 
for promotion, and that they ques- 
tioned him eoncerning letters he 
had written on behalf of two Cin: 
cinnati defendants, and Tony Fo- 
ley, St. Louis County gambler. 

Marshall had ranked high in the 
estimation of the legal department 
of the prohibition unit, and for 
that reason was assigned as a Spe- 
cial Assistant United States Attor- 
ney-General to prosecute the Jack 
Daniel conspiracy case, which up 
to that time was one of the biggest 
whisky conspiracy cases with which 
the Government had had to deal. 
At about the same time Marshall 
was seriously considered for ap- 
pointment as United States District 
Attorney for Alaska. 

Wrote Urging Paroles. 

After the Jack Daniel group had 
been sent to Leavenworth peniten- 
tiary, Marshall almost immediately 
wrote a letter to the Leavenworth 
parole board expressing doubt of 
the guilt of George R. Landon and 
William Lucking, millionaire Cin- 
cinnati distillers, and recommend- 
ing parole for them. 

In this letter, dated at the Pal- 
mer House, Chicago, Jan. 10, 1925. 
Marshall wrote that he had re- 
quested United States District At- 
torney Ward of Indianapolis, to go 
before Judge Baltzell with him dur- 
ing the trial of the case, and that 
he (Marshall) expressed the belief 
to the judge that the testimony 
against Landon and Lucking was 
not sufficient to justify the sub- 
mission to the jury of the case 
against them. 

Marshal! said further ifn his let- 
ter that there were many facts and 
circumstances which zame to hia 
attention during investigation of 
the conspiracy and trial of the case 
which could not properly be offere4 
in evidence by the Government and 
which convinced him Landon and 
Lucking were not guilty. 

“In view of my belief,” he wrote 
In conclusion. “I feel that it ia 
my duty to recommend to your 
honorable board that parole be 
granted to the said defendants ar 
the earliest date upon which this 
may consistently be done under the 
regulations governing the admin- 
istration of such matters.” 

Pleaded for Tony Foley. 

Later an Marshall wrote a lIet- 
ter from Seattle, Wash... recom- 
mending clemency for Foley, also 


Foley nor Landon and Lucking 


came up for parole, because they 


were released from prison before 
becoming eligible, when the Circuit 
Court of Appeals granted their 
petitions for new trial. 

Upon being questioned concern- 
ing his writing of these letters, 
Marshall insisted he was moved 
only by a sense of justice to these 
men.

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ONE MAN SEIZES 
LIQUOR SHIP AFTER 
T ESCAPES POLICE 


With Cargo of 7000 Cases 
Freighter Sinks Barge, 


Then Goes Aground in 
New York Harbor . 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—The 
freighter Ansonia, formerly a Great 
Lakes steamer, escaped from Stat- 
en Island police today only to run 
on a sandbar in the harbor and 
be captured by.one coast guards- 
man with its cargo of 7000 cases 
of liquor, said to be valued at 
$600,000. 

After a wild dash from a desert- 
ed wharf, where the police cap- 
tured 34 men with seven trucks 
and three automobiles, apparently 
about to unload the cargo, the 
steamer sliced in halves a barge 
in the Kill von Kull, and was about 
to escape when it came to rest on 
the bar, where it was captured. 

The capture brought the total 


of liquor seized in the harbor in 
24 hours up to nearly a million dol- 
lars’ worth. The British trawler 
Sebastopol was seized yesterday 
with a cargo valued at $300,000 
and 17 men. Arrests on the An- 
sonia rumbered 23, bringing the 
total for 24 hours up to 74. 

The 34 men arrested at the 
wharf were arraigned in Magis- 
trate’s Court on charges of tres- 
passing, pleaded -not guilty -nd 
were released on $100 bail each. 
The complaint was made by the 
owners of the wharf. Counsel for 
the men eaid they had gone there 
with the understanding that the 
property had been leased for the 
landing of some macHinery. He 
pointed out that no liquor was 
landed. 

Crowd Fiees From Police. 

Patrolman Dauria early today 
saw a sSingle-stack steamer tied up 
at an abandoned dock at Arlington 
with about 100 men gathered 
around a fleet of waiting trucks 
apparently preparing to unload the 
steamer’s cargo. The patrolman 
telephoned for reinforcements. 
When these arrived the officers 
called on the crowd to surrender. 
There was a wild ecramble. Thirty- 
four men, however, were arrested. 

While police were busy taking 
their prisoners the crew of the 
steamer, which had not yet begun 
to unload, cut loose from the dock 
and started full speed through the 
waters of the Kill von Kull. The 
helmsman ran his boat into two an- 
chored sand barges, cutting one of 
them in two and causing two men 
on board to be thrown into the 
water. 

The alieged liquor runner 
careened on through the darkness 
until it ran its prow high and dry 
on to a sand bar. After rescuing 
the two men thrown into the water 
police notified the Coast Guard 
and a cutter was sent which pulled 
the steamer from the sand bar and 
took it and its crew to anchorage. 


One Man Captures Crew. 

The capture of the Ansonia and 
the 23 persons aboard was the 
work of a one coast guardseman. 
George A. Lomax, in charge of a 
patrol boat, who boarded the ship. 
He detected the odor of liquor as 
soon as he stepped on deck, be 
said, and as several nondescript 
persons moved toward him, he 
drew his automatic. and ordered 
“stay where you are. You're all 
under arrest.”

sent it for reinforcements.

Trial Judge Signs Excep- 


tions to His Refusal to Re- 
voke Sentence of Con- 
demned Men. 


QUESTION OF BIAS 


TO SUPREME COURT 


Prison Warden Says Sacco, 
Despite Hunger Strike of 
27 Days, Is Not im State 
of Collapse. 


By the Associated Press. 
BOSTON, Aug. 12.—The full 


bench of the Supreme Court, or as 
much of it as available, has been 
summoned to meet next Tuesday 
morning to hear arguments by de- 
fense counsel on the last two lines 
left open om Nicolo Sacco and Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti in the State 
courts. 

Judge Webster Thayer of the Su- 


perior Court, who presided at the 
original trial of the two condemned 
men, and Justice George A. San- 
derson of the Supreme Court, con- 
sented to allow appeals from pre- 
vious adverse rulings. 

Judge Thayer signed the defense 
bill of exceptions to his rulings of 
lack of jurisdiction on motions for 
a new trial, as well as to denials of 
a stay of execution and revocation 
of execution based largely on affi- 
davits alleging prejudice on his 
part during the trial. These excep- 
tions will be argued in the Supreme 
Court. 

Thayer’s refusal to withdraw 
from the case in favor of another 
Judge was also made a point for 
determination by the Supreme 
Court. ; 

Previously Justice Sanderson 
granted the defense petition for 
exceptions to his refusal of a writ 
of error in favor of the condemned 
men. 

Heretofore the Supreme Court 
has passed solely on points of law, 
but should the full bench decide to 
allow the writ of error it would go 
back to a single justice for a hear- 
ing on the merits. 


Warden Hendry of 
Prison today said that Sacco, who 
started the twenty-seventh day of 


breakfast, was not in a stats of 
collapse. It was explained at the 
prison that so long as Sacco was 
able to walk the prison physicinxn. 
would not consider attempting 
forcible feeding. 

Vanzetti, who with Sacco is 
awaiting the outcome of the last 
legal moves by their counsel to 
prevent their execution, now st 
for the early morning of August 
23, broke his intermittent fast at- 
ter he received word of his latest 
respite. Under the physician's ad- 
vice he is gradually working back 
toward a normal diet and  itie« 
morning he had some beef tea end 
bread with his coffee. 

“Bacco is not in a atate of coi- 
lapse,” said Warden Hendry. “He 
did not collapse yesterday at any 
time. He walked alone from the 
death house to the prison prener 
end up the stairs to the second tier 
of cells in the Cherry Hill section. 
When he arrived he sat dows on 
his cot. 

“Later he walked from the eel 
to the barber shop where he had | 
a conference with one of his coun- 
sel.

School Sports Should Replace 


Military Training to Promote 
World Peace, Educators Say 


World Federation of Teachers Opposes“Need- 


less” Preparedness, 
Good Will 


and Seeks National 
in Games. 


By the Associated Press. 
TORONTO, Ont., Aug. 12.—The 


eagerly awaited reports of the com- 
mittees which have been dealing 
with the Herman-Jordan education- 
al plan for the establishment of 
world peace were presented to the 
World Federation of Education 
Associations here yesterday. 

Dr. David Starr Jordan, chan- 
cellor emeritug ef Leland Stanford 
University, agme time ago won a 
prize of $85,000 offered by Ra- 
phael Herman of Washington, D. 
C., for the best educational plan 
which would tend to produce 
world peace. 


It was the findings of the com- 
mittees which had been studying 
this plan that the federation heard. 

Military Training Assailed. 

The report on “military prepar- 

edness” was presented to the con- 
ference by E. J. Sainsbury of En- 
gland, chairman of that commit- 
tee. A resolution contained in this 
report proposes that the World 
Federation shall work for the fol- 
lowing goal: 
_ That systematic and_ technical 
military training shall not be given 
to youths under 18 years of age in 
any civil educational institution in 
the world; that no institution shal] 
make military training a compul- 
sory subject of the currcula: that 
physical training, sports, etc., shal! 
be substitued for the above: and 
that there shall be a limitation of 
armaments, leading eventually to 
the abolishing of all “needless’’ 
military preparedness. 

The report on ‘‘international ath- 
letic sports” was presented by 
Daniel Chase, of New York City. 
chairman of the committee. This 
report expresses the belief that 
competitive. sports by teams are 
of increasing importance in bring- 
ing the nations of the earth to- 
gether. The committee.cites, as 
an illustration, that soccer foot- 
ball is now played all over the 
world under uniform rules, 53 na- 


tions belonging to the International 
Soccer Association. 

The committee says the teaching 
of soccer and similar team games 
and competition, with emphasis on 
the proper standards of conduct, 
should be part of the international 
eduation program. The resolution 
also provides for a@& study to be 
mide of the scope,. objectives and 
procedures pertaining to interna- 
tional competition. The result of 
this study would be embodied in a 
report to be submitted to the world 
federation and made available to 
all interested organizations. 

Would Further Good Will. 

Dr. P. W. Kuo, of Na&nking, 
China, presented the report on 
“Education for Peace.” This re- 
port recommends, among other 
things, the following: 

That this committee should pub- 
lish a directory, listing the names, 
objects and principal officers of 
organizations working for interna- 
tional understanding and interested 
in education for peace: that the 
committee should make a compre- 
hensive survey of all the many 
ways by which organizations are 
seeking to cultivate world-kind- 
ness; that the committee should 
publish and distribute periodic re- 
ports and special bulletins re- 
garding new developments in 
methods of promoting internation- 
al good will; that the committee 
should co-operate with other or- 
ganizations in the preparations of 
bibliographies that would inform 
teachers regarding the literature 
most helpful to education for in- 
ternational understanding; that 
this committee should be provided 
with the facilifies necessary for 
the immediate commencement of 
its work. 

The report of the committee on 
“The Teaching of History” was pre- 
sented by the chairman, Dr. Laura 
Ulrich, of Winnetka, Ill. . This re- 
port recommends that all the lead- 
ing history textbooks of all the 
principal nations of the world 
shall be examined to see if they 
are fair, and with a view to broad- 
ening their point of view.

Expresses Sentiments to American

UUNFERENCE GETS 
DOCTRINAL REPORT 


Both Nicene and Apostles’ 
Creeds Accepted as State-, 
ments of the Christian 
Faith.

“‘Message of Church to 
World,” Says Committee 
Is Call to Man to Return 
to God. 


By the Associated Press. 
LAUSANNE, Switzerland, Aug. 


12.—The world conference on faith 
and order has received from its 


sectional commissions the reports, 
intended as statements to the 


‘Christian world of its attitude on 


three important subjects. These 
are “The Nature of the Church,” 
“The Church's Message to the 
World” and “The Church’s Com- 
mon Confession of Faith.” 

On only one subject, that of 
“The Church’s Message to the 
World,” was there time for discus- 
sion yesterday. Delegates rose in 
all parts of the crowded assembly 
with amendments, but they were 
not allowed to enter into time- 
wasting debate, owing to skilful 
handling by the chairman, the 
Right Rev. Charles H. Brent, Epis- 
copal Bishop of Western New York. 

The committee which handled 
“The Church’s Message to the 
World” had condensed the results 
of its three days’ discussion into a 
document of 600 words. 


Gospel the Message of Church. 

“The message of the church to 
the world,” reads the document, 
‘is and must always remain the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. The gospel! 
is the joyous message of eternal 
redemption, which is the gift of 
God to sinful man in Jesus Christ. 
It is more than a philosophical 
theory, more than a theological 
doctrine, more than a program for 
social and secular betterment. 

“The gospel is a prophetic call to 
sinful man to turn to God. It of- 


rations of youth, the rest that 
brings divine comfort to the toiler, 
the growing joy to the martyr. The 
gospel is a sure source of power 
regeneration. It pro- 
claims the only way by which hu- 


i'manity can escape from those class 


and race hatreds, which now de- 
vastate society, into the enjoyment 
of national well-being and interna- 
tional good-will. 

Invitation to Pagan World. 

“It is also a gracious invitation 
to the whole non-Christian world, 
athirst for redemption, to enter in- 
to the joy of the living Lord. 
Sympathizing with the anguish of 
our generation, with its longing 
for intellectual sincerity, social 
justice and spiritual inspiration, 
the church offers in the eternal 
gospel an answer to all the legitl- 
mate needs and providential as- 
pirations of the modern world. 
Consequently, alike in the past and 
the present, the gospel is the only 
and absolute way of salvation.” 

The report on “the nature of 
the church” was a document of 
4000 words. It strives to define 
the Christian conception of “the 
church,” in terms acceptable to the 
various elements rcpresented. 

“The church of the living God,” 
begins this report, “is constituted 
by his own will, not by the will 
or the consent or the beliefs of 
men, whether as individuals or as 
societies.” 

Urges Church Union. 

The report affirms that as there 
is but one Christ, so there can be 
but one church. It reviews the dif- 
ferent views as to ‘the visible and 
the invisible character” of the one 
church, and goes on to say: 

“But whatever may be our view 
on these divisions in the past, we 
are now agreed that they present 
obstacles to the accomplishment of 
the church's task, which it is our 
duty, by God’s help, to remove.” 

The report urges all Christians 
to become united “if the church is 
ever to accomplish his will for the 
salvation of the world.” 

Characteristics of Church. 

It concludes with the following 
definitions of certain mraks by 
which the visible church can be 
known to men: 

“First, the possession and ack- 
nowledgment of the Word of God 
as given in the holy scriptures and 
set forth in the world; second, the 
profession and proclamation of 
faith in God as revealed incarnate 
in Christ; third, the observance of 
the sacraments; fourth, a ministry 
for pastoral office, preaching of 
the word and administration of 
sacraments; fifth. a fellowship in 
prayer, in worship, in all means 
of grace, in holiness of life and in 
service of man.” 

Confession of Faith. 

The report on “the church's 
common confession of faith” ac- 
cepts both the nicene and the apos- 
tles’ creeds. It estates its under- 
standing, however, that the use of

It was 75 per cent leased before 
the first foundation stone was set, 
sold its bonds in less than a day 
and within 17 years about 50 doc- 
tor-investor-tenants will hold un- 
incumbered title to the property. 

For years one or two physicians 
have had the idea of erecting such 
a building. In the summer of 1925 
seven of them got together and 
talked it over. They decided they 
needed a building designed to the 
specifcations of physicians, with 
parking space to take care of doc- 
tors’ and patients’ automobiles in 
the congested area, a hospital for 
minor surgery, and freedom from 
the noise of Grand boulevard with, 
however, proximity to that center 
of the city. 

They talked of a_i three-story 
building, but as they communicated 
the idea to other doctors, the de- 
mand grew. They planned a six- 
story structure, then eight, and 
finally erected a ten-story building 
with. provision for a 15 or 20-story 
addition. 

Leased Before It Was Begun. 

Many of them are specialists, so 
they sought the aid of specialists 
in business—which probably ac- 
courts largely for the evident 
financial soundness of the venture. 
The lot? 340 feet deep from a 140- 
foot front on Washington boule- 
vard, allowed ample parking space. | 

They gave their ideas for the 
building to a specialist in architec- 
ture, and scrutinized and re-scru- 
tinized the plans as he drew them 
up. The result as a whole was 
what they wanted. Then, to top 
it off, each doctor laid out his 
own office to suit his individual 
taste and exigencies. 

A little more than a@ year ago 
they called a “mass meeting” in 
the University Club. . Doctors were 
asked to subscribe to stock in any 
amount from $1000 up. But nota 
spadeful of earth was turned until 
75 per cent of the space had been 
taken on 5 and 10-year leases, for, 
as one explained, “building is not 
our line, and we meant to be safe.” 


Quite natually; the physicians 


selected for the name of the build- 
ing that of the most famous &t. 
Louis physician, Dr. William Beau- 
mont. The new Beaumont High 
School also was named for him. 
One hundred and five years ago 
Dr. Beaumont made studies of the

The structure, with a row of 
neat shops on the first floor, is at- 
tractive, substantial and decidedly 
up-to-the-minute. The elevators, 
for example, are of a new type 
with safety devices not found on 
any others in St. Louis. Among 
the particular equipment for «a 
medical building is apparatus for 
precipitating all the running water 
in the building, so that every of- 
fice has soft water. . 

25-Bed Hospital. 

A 25-bed hospital, with its own 
diet kitchens and complete mod- 
ern equipment, occupies the. whole 
second floor. There are 11 single 
rooms, with three four-bed wards 
and one double room, Four op- 
erating rooms include two of es- 
pecial design for nose and throat 
operations. 


Although the hospital is open to 
any reputable physician, it is in- 
tended as a.convenience for physi- 
cians in the building. Its chief 
uses are in tonsil and other minor 
operations and for special diagnos- 
tic study, where a doctor may de- 
sire to observe a patient for two or 
three days. The hospital is held 
by a séparate corporation, of pret- 
ty much the same membership as 
the building corporation. 

Applicants for space or member- 
ship in the building company were 
examined by a committee. Atten- 
tion was paid to professional stand- 
ing and to obtaining men from dif- 
ferent universities in an effort to 
avoid cliques.

Re- 
turning to heavyweicht ranks six | 
months after his defeat by Jimmy 
Maloney, Delaney speared Paulino 
at will; cut his face and bruised | 
his nose until his features were a 
mask of biood. But hard ands 
straight as the punches flew, Pau- | 
lino refused to go down or waver. 
He never once halted a steady | 
although futile advance. 

Weighing 16 pounds less than the 
equat Spaniard. Delaney, at 17742 
was little over the weight limit of 
the iight heavyweight division. 
where he ruled as champion before 
relinquishing the title to cast his lot 
among the heavyweights. 

There was little io thrill the spec- 
tators in the six rounds of milling | 
preceding the unsatisfactory end- 
ing.

As Paulino 
bounced about in a series of acro- 
batic stunts on the canvas, Pete 
Reilly, Manager of the Bridgeport 
warrior, dashed about the incios- 
ure, Waving a metal cup, groin pro- 
tector, that showed several dents 
Ringside opinion differed, but a 
majority of newspapermen agree 
that Paulino’s blows, even low. did 
not do enough damage to merit dis- 
qualification.
